ADMITS IT IS FOLLY 


Woman Confesses Charges 
of Mendacity on Which 
Man Seeks a Divorce. 


To keep the love of her husband and 
win the respect of her husband's 
mother, Mrs. Leona Hammer Feickert, 
17 years old, created for herself a fic- 
ticlous past, in which she was not the 
mechanic’s daughter of reality; but ea 
graduate of a fashionable institute and 
the child of well-to-do parents. 


By the time her invention achieved 
this triumph, sae had fallen into the 
habit of deception, one fib branching 
from another, and one misrepresenta- 
tion leading to a second. At last her 
husband, Reland Feickert. ‘declared that 
her habit of telling falsehoods made 
life with her intolerable and sued for dl- 
vorce. 

He testified before Judge Williams 
yesterday that she fibbed - constantly, 
on évery subject. Taking the stand in 
her own dofense the young wife ad- 
mitted the truth of. the charge.

When Col. Roosevelt reached Atlanta 
this afternoon. he frankly admitted 
that the strenuous life was telling 
on him, and at once called off the ban- 
quet at the Capital City Club after his 
address tonight for the benefit of the 
‘Unole Remus” memorial fund. 

“T am tired,” said the Colonel, ‘‘and 
must cut out the banquet. When I 
meet strong men like the Atlantans I 
feel that I must speak to them, but 
I am too tired to do that tonight.” _ 

Roosevelt’s voice needed repair and 
was looked after by a specialist be- 
fore-he: began*his address on’ “Uncle 
Remus” to an audience of 6000 ‘at the 
Auditorium. 

During the address Roosevelt fre- 
quently spoke’ of himself as a half- 
Georgian; as his mother was a native 
of the State and her two brothers 
were Confederate officers. 

After his address Roosevelt hur- 
ried to the Colored Congregational 
Chureh, where he took part in the 
dedication of “Roosevelt Room.” He 
spoke briefly to the negroes in a 
hugky voice and then retired to his 
private cart..

his longest lap being 86 miles. 

I flew from Springfield to the 
Country Club goif MNnks, which, I 
am told, is about 90 miles by air 
line. I did fiot fly an air line, and 
flew at least three miles beyond 
the golf club and made two wide cir- 
cles before I alighted. I must 
have flown nearly 100 miles. “ 

By my time, I started from 
Springfield at exactly 12 o’clock. 
I got away nicely, made one wide 
circle and flew off in a southwest- 
erniy direction. I immediately took 
an altitude of more than 1900 feéet, 
probably 1200. 


Didi.’t See Special Train 
After Leaving : pringtield 


My information was that I was 
to follow the Chicago & Alton 
tracks from Springfield, and that 
a special train, with the tops of 
the coaches painted white, would 
attempt to keep up with me. 

I followed the tracks all rignt, 
but I did not see the special train 
after I had left the Fair Grounds 
in: Springfield. I did not attempt 
to keep a certain altitude, but had 
in mind at all times to keep in 
sight the railroad tracks which 
were my sole guide. I kept them 
in view until I came to a place, 
which I am since told was Carlin-— 
ville.

an DGUBTS THE BIBLE 


Delépate Declares Book Is 
Not Work of God and 
That It Is Inaccurate. 


CINCINNATI, 0O., Oct. 8.—What was 
declared to be the largest callection 
ever taken on plates by any church 
in America and the refusal to change 
the name of the church were among 
the important matters transacted . by 
the Protestant Episcopal comvention 
here today. 

A communion sermon in Christ Church 
was attended by many hundreds of 
worshipers, where the donations were 
received from the woman’s auxiliary for 
the general missionary fund. 

At the conclusion of this service it 
was announced that the collection had 
been $242,110.83. 

“The Bible is not the word of God 
and the Seritptures are so full of inac- 
curacies that it would be very wrong 
to say that they either came from God 
or have anything to do with the re- 
ligion which holds Him in the highest 
sense.” 

This statement was made here this 


‘afternoon by Dr. A. A. Morrison of Port- 


land, Ore., at the session of the house of 
deputies of the convention, In reply to 
an appeal by the Rev. J. Melivain of 
Pittsburg te change the preamble. This 
preamble was by the late Dr. W. R. 
Huntington of New York. 

Dr. Mclivain said. that the ordinary 
reader of the church's constitution would 
net know whether it wae a Christian, 
Mormon or Buddhist church. 

God in Quotktion Marks. 

In this, the word God appears in quo- 
tation marks and the word Christ fs not 
found af all. 

"The scriptures are so full of mee 
owuracies that the adoption of the. pro- 
posed preamble would place us in such 
a position in the scholastic world that 
it would be impossible to Induce mer. of 
education to enter the ministry and sub- 
eeribe to our doctrine," said Dr. Morti- 
son, 

“Such arn assertion in the preamble 
would be ont of accord with this age 
of scholarship, because. it is impossible 
to maintain at this advanced day that 


‘the Bible ts the work of God” 


The preamble was voted down, 

The question of the open pulpit 
came up at today’s seasion of the House 
of Bishops and it was decided that they 
should not be thrown open to the min- 
isters of other churches. This was 
on the presentation of Canon Nineteen, 
which was presented at the convention 
of the church in 1907 by the Rev. 
Cyrus Townsend Brady, famous as @ 
writer and speaker, whose home is in 
Toledo, Ohio. 

The @uestion was taken up on pres- 
entatitn of a petition of 1200 parishion- 
ets of the church. They decided that 
none but ministers, who have received 
the Episcopal ordivation,. are entitieé 
to preach from their pulpits.,

Wichita, Leavenworth and Topeka. 
These are the towns where the law 
is said to be most rigidly enforced. In 
Southeast Kansas, throughout the 
coal mining district aroukd Frontenac 
and Pittsburg, there is little or no etf- 
fort, | am told, to conceal the ‘‘joints; 
as Kansas calls the places where 
liquor is sold illegally. 

An illustration of the ease with 
which intoxicants can be obtained 
may be fvund in my experience in 
Wichita. When I reached that city I 
did not know the name of any man in 
it and I concluded to make a test of 
the length of time required for a 
stranger to buy a drink. Within 17 
minutes after I left the train I 
bought half a pint of whisky.. 

The Eaton Hotel, which is the lead- 
ing hotel in Wichita, is but a block 
from the railroad station. I went to 
it registered, and: told the clerk, 
Way, I wanted a drink. 
He gave me a card to a man in W. 
600 East 
Douglass avenué, d‘agonally across 
the corner, and there, after a brief 
delay, the whisky, in an unlabeled 
eight-ounce bottle, was brought to 
me. 

Later jn thé day I bought beer fn the 
hotel, from George W. Stover. To reach 
the room where he sold it one ascended 
a wooden back stairway. I‘found Stover 
there roliing dice with another mau for 
the drinks, ard several! others were 
standing about drinking beer from 
quart bottles. The. labeis had not been 
washed from the bottles. 

Pints of beer are usually sold for in- 
dividual consumption, but in Kansas 
the pint bottle is rarely seen. The quart 
bottlé is more portable, and a case con- 
taining 12 of them can be hidden more 
readily that a case of & pint bottles. 
Stover explained that this was his rea- 
gon for selling only in’ quarts. He said 
most of the men who came there were 
thirsty, enough to drink a quart, anyhow. 
His was the only “joint” left in Wich- 
ita, he esald. . ‘He has a federal license 
to retail liquor. . 

To obtain whisky in drug stores tn 
Wichita is not difficult for any person 
known personally to the proprietor or 
to a cierk, I was told, although the 
Kansas law makes it ilegal to sell 
whisky “for medicinal purposes, or for 
any other purpose. The law exempts 
only wine, for church communion pur- 
poses. Before this law was passed, by 
the Legislature {fi session last year. 
any man could o whisky legally in 

. by making affidavit that he 
wanted it for medicine. — 

Mayor Davidsor. who ts an ardent 
Prohibitionist, told me he believed the 
law. was being just as rigidiy enforced 
in. Wichita as it could be enforced.

TO PROSECUTOR’S OFFICE 


NFORCEMENT of the prohibitory law in Kansas has proven 
profitable to the Attorney-General’s office, which has charge of 


Section 4377 of the General Kansas Statutes of 1909 provides that 
$25 shall be paid to the Attorney-General or his assistant for convic- 
tion on each count of ‘indictments for violating the Iiquor'law. Sec- 
tion 4378 provides that if the man convicted is unable to pay the fee 
within one month after his release from jail, 
conviction is had shall then become lable.”

The 
law against the sale of liquor is being 
enforced, I should say, as well as the 
law against horse-stealing. You can’t 
enforce it altogether, I saw a lot of 
bootleggers busy yesterday at the ball 
game.”’ 

During the last month the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law in Wichita 
has been stricter than ever before. This 
was due to a shake-up In the Police De- 
partment, in which Frank S. Burt re- 
Signed as. Chief and nearly half the 
force was discharged, owing to disclos- 
ures that a gang of yeggmen (itinerant 
thieves) sold their stolen stamps in 
Wichita. Blind tigers did a thriving 
business during Burt’s regime, but 
James McPherton, who succeeded him 
as Chief, is heartily in sympathy with 
Mayor Davi«zon’s views. 

Wichita’s population is estimated by 
the city directory as 60,78, and the 
estimated inc-cease in a year was 6230. 
It is at the junction of the Big and 
Little Arkansas rivers, in the center of 
an opulent wheat belt. .Its jobbing 
trade in 199 was dbout $30,000,000 and 
its average monthly banl: deposits cre 
$10,500,000. It has 35 miles of street 
railway, 230 mznufacturing concerns, 5 
railrozds with 14 lines, 3 libraries, 3 
theaters and 300 acres in public parks. 
There are 29 churches, 15 public and 15 
private and parochial! schools. 

My visit in Leavenworth happened 
to eccincide with a visit by Assistant 
Attorney-General Shukers, whose 
duty it is to see that no liquor is 
sold there... When he is in town, the 
blind tigers are closed, and only the 
bootlegger sells intoxicants. ‘While 
I was standing at Third street and 
Shawnee avenue, a red-faced man, 
with a stubble of gray beard, a soft 





black hat and shabby clothes, saun- 
tered toward me. He had the. sly, 
furtive and yet inviting manner which 
marks the Kansas bootlegger, and I 
was not surprised when he fell into 
conversation about the weather. I 
asked him if he could get me a bottle 
of beer. He said he could, and walked 
half a block. north to the mouth of 
ar alley, east into that, and disap- 
peared into a shed. He came out 
with the beer under his coat. There 
was @ warrant outstanding for his 
arrest for bootlegging, he told mie. 

In Leavenworth there formerly 
were more than 100 blind tigers, or 
joints, but with the passage of the law 
whereby the prosecution of their pro- 
prietors was taken out of the hands 
of the county authorities and put into 
the hands of Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, they were closed. The law pro- 
vides no salary for the Assistant § At- 
torney-General. He works on - fees 
For every count against an cffender 
or which conviction is obtaingi his 
fee is $2. In cases where he obtains 
a permanent injunction, the fee is 
fixed by the court, and ranges up to 
$500. The property of the man against 
whom the injunction issues is a Len 
for this fee, and’ in numerous cases 
in Kansas the prosecuting officials 
have seized such property. Whenever 
they bring about condemnation of 
the property under these circum- 
stances, it doubles their fee. 

Prosecution Figures. 

Robert McFarland, Clerk of the 
District Court here, compiled figures 
on the prosecutions in Leavenworth 
under the prohibitory lauw,, and he 
found that 128 cases were prosecuted, 
but that only 18 of the persone con- 
victed were committed to jail. The 
cthers settled their cases by paying 


|} General Jackson’s office, 
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neces Assistant <Attorney-General’s fee 
pee the costs. In this way, between 
Jan. 2, 1909, and.Junhe 16, 1910, $5915 
was collected in fees for Attorney- 
and less 
than $4000 went to the county to 
defray the costs of the trials. 

McFarland estimates that more than 
$13,000 has been collected in fees in 
Leavenworth in the last thrée years. 

The fee system has in some cases 
proven costly to the county, I found 
the record.of the remarkable. case of 
Assistant Attorney-General E. D. Mike- 
sell, appointed to prosecute illicit 
liquor dealers in Wilson County. 

Mikesell prosecuted George Ellis on 
a warrant containing §& counts. It 
was‘a prohibition jury, and Ellis was 
convicted on each count. His sentence 
was 62 months in jail and a fine of 
$5200, and Mikesell put ina claim for 
hig, fee of $1300. ‘This was tn August, 
1905. 

Ellis was practically hankrabt when 
arrested, and he could pay neither the 
fine nor the fee. 

Insolvent and Couldn’t Pay, 

Ellis was paroled in June, 1906, and in 
September, 1907, was released from all 
obligation. He had een sick during 
nearly all his stay in jail, and he was 
insolvent. Under the law, Mikesell 
could now compel Wilson County to pay 
his $1300 fee, and he obtained judgment. 
The county appealed to the Supreme 
Court, but the law was clear and the 
judgment in Mikesell’s favor was sus- 
tained, giving him the $1300 and inter- 
est from Oct. 1, 1908. This decision is on 
page 802 of the Eighty-second Kansas 
Supreme Court Reports. 

Assistant Attorney-General Shukers, 
who prosecutes violations of the prohibi- 
tion - law in Leavenworth County, ob- 
tained five permanent injunctions Sept. 
29 against liquor dealers ih Leavenworth, 
and ‘got a $50 fee in each case. Four 
other similar cases were continued, and 
two were dismissed. In these two he 
got no fee. 

More recently Shukers filed suits for 
injunctions against nine wholesale liquor 
dealers, whom he accuséd of maintain- 
ing warehouses across the Missouri 
River dnd selling their beer and whisky 


'in Leavenworth. He asked for a $500 fee 


in eacly suit. These cases aré pending. 

When ‘“joints’’. were operated openly 
in Leavenworth, the proprietors were 
arrested at stated intervals and fined 
on their pleas of guilty. The city’s 
revenue from fines was estimated under 
this system at $85,000. The system was 
abolished three years ago, and since 
then the sale of intoxicants has been 
more or less secret. 

To have a Federal liquor dealer’s li- 
cense in Kansas is sufficient basis for 
indictment or a warrant, and is al- 
most enough evidence for conviction of 
violation of the .law, since there is no 
purpose for which beer or whisky may 
legally be sold. Druggists and propri- 
etors of blind tigers, therefore, eva ie

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HIGOROUS ENFORCEMENT 
FAILS TO SUPPRESS SALE 


ANSAS has had a prohibitory . 
K law twenty-nine years. 

For twenty-five years it was 
ignored, and revenue was obtained 
from illegal saloons by arresting 
and fining the proprietors in police 
courts at stated intervals. 

Four years ago efforts were made 
to enforce it, and the blind tiger, 
r “joint,” as it is called in Kan- 
sas, sprang up.

But I found from 
the records:in the Internal revenue of- 
fice in Leavenworth that there are 469 
wholesale and retail beer and liquor }li- 
censes now in effect in Kansas. 
Liquor Licenses Held. 

It is conservative to assume that not 
more than one-third-of the persons who 
peddle and sell liquor in Kansas have 
Federal licenses... The population of 
the State was’ given in the census 0? 
1900 as 1,470,495. Assuming that it has 
grown to 2,000,000, there would appear, 
on this basis, to bé about one person in 
every 1421 in Kansas selling intoxi- 
cants. 

It was estimated at the internal reve- 
nue office that the traffic had decreased 
about 20 per cent since the enforvement 
of the law began. Wholesale liquor 
dealers and brewers in Kansas City, 
Mo., however, told me their business 
had shown no decrease. Kansas City 
now has 18 lNquor. mail-order houses, 
whereas it had six four years ago, an] 





I am told that this surprising increaso| 
is due to the business in Kansas. 

The Government records show that 
there are 21 persons in Wichita ho:d- 
ing lUquor licenses, 11 In Topeka, 43 142 
in Kansas City, 
Kan. 

The smaller number of licenses in 
Kansas City, Kan., is attributed to 
the proximity of Kansas City, Mo. 
Three years ago there were nearly 
150 illegal saloons there, I was told 
and the revenue from them in fines 
was estimated at $100,000 a year 
County Attorney Taggart says condi- 
tions then, both as to morality and 





business, were better than at present. 
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“It has made thieves and perjurers of 
men who were honest, and it bas re- 
sulted tn corrupting officials. It can~ 
not be enforced anywhere, and ander 
this system it drives the man who 
would be contented with a single 
drink at a bar to drink, offen, half a 
pint of whisky instead. It is costing 
Wyandotte, I figure, at least $30,000 
a Year to maintain a semblance of en- 
forcing the law. There were 250 con- 
victions last year, bet the revenue 
from them went for the most part to 
the Attorney-General’s office, not to 
the Cousty. — 


Tax Rate Has increased. . 
“This town is miuch worse eff in 


‘the matter of rentals and taxation 


than i¢ was before. The tax rate bas 
increased 4 per cent on the $1000, and 
the business «treets are full of ‘for 
rent’ sigus. The business which for- 
merly was transacted in saloons here 
now goes to Kansas City, Mo. There 
ian’t any tess drinking, ner any less 
drunkenness.” 

A bootlegger who hailed me on 
Minnesota avenue, at Sixth street, in 
Kansas City, Kan.,-went up a stair- 
way into a nearby building to get 
beer, but he would not let me accom- 
pany him. He told me it was hardly 
profitable to risk a fine and jail im- 
prisonment, there, because those who 
drank found it easy to get what they 
wanted in Missouri, or to have it sent 
to their homes. 

Kansas City, Kan., is the metrop- 
olis of the State, with a popuiation 
estimated at 102,947, with 30 public 
schools for white puplis, 4 for negroes 
and 14 parochial schodis. It has nine 
parks. 

I found it no hander to get whisky 
in Topeka than in Wichita, Leavenworth 
or Kansas City, The clerk at the Eaton 
had told me I could get at the Na- 
tional. Hotel, which is owned by the 
Humphreys Hotel Co., proprietors also 
of the Eaton, but to have gone there 
would not have been a fair test, so I 
registered instead at the Throop Hotel, 
the other leading place here. I asked 
the clerk where I could get a drink. 


“Ask one of these bellboys,”’ he said. 


A bellboy was at my elbow when I 
turned. It was then late at night, and 
he came back empty-handed, declaring 
that the places he knew had gold out. 
The following morning he volunteered 
to get some whisky, and produced a 
pint bottle of it, labeled and bottled in 
bond. 

As I strolied along Kansas avenue, the 
main thoroughfare of the town, an el- 
derly negro approached me at Fourth 
street and walked beside me. with a 
manner which unmistakably invited me 
to accost him. He proved to be a boot- 
legger, as I suspected, and when I 
asked him whether he could get whisky 
for me, he told me I'd have to wait 
five or six minutes where I was. He 
asked me to hold a bundle, wrapped in 
newspaper and the size of a shoebox, 
while he was gone. i gave him the 
money he wanted, and he disappeared 
around a corner. 

Presently it dawned upon me that the 
negro would not return. I investigated, 
and found that in the shoebox was a 
pint bottle of whisky. The negro had 
made sure his escape.

To date little betting has been re- 
ported.

Right now it’s 
difficult to form a price from the dif- 
ferent quotations of the different play- 
ers. 

Athletic Fans Want Odds. 

The Athletics’ supporters are willing 
to wager lots of money at 7 to 5; but 
the Cub rooters, and there are many of 
them here, don’t care to listen to* that 
talk. They have bundles of money that 
they are willing to wager at 6 to 5; 
but that noise is not loud enough. 
There hasn’t been a real big local wager 
reported. 

One of the most opulent wagér made 
to date was entered into by two mem- 
bers of the Racquet Club. One club 
enthusiast laid $800 to $500 on the Na- 
tional. League champions. That was 
recorded more than a week ago, or 
rather before Johnny Evers was hurt. 
The Athletics’ backer, not caring to get 
too much the best of it, asked his Cub

Louls broker came to me yes- 
terda@y and said that. he had a commis- 
sion of $1000 from Chicago,’ said Pesch 
to the Post-Dispatch. ‘“‘He wanted to 
place it at 10 to 8 I searched the town 
but was unable to find any of the iocal 
bettors who were willing to accommo 
date him at that price. 

Want Everything in Sight, 

“There were plenty who were willing 
to hop onto his roll if he offered it at 
$)00 to $70, but he declined that offer. 

“T also made a trip to East St. Louis 
the other day and sized up the betting 
situation there. There ts plenty of 
money of both varieties. One East Side 
bookmaker had a big roll that he 
wanted to bet on the Athletics, but he 
was asking 7 to 6 for his money. No! 
one was eager to take a chance at that 
price. 

“I can say, though, that St. Louis 
baseball hettors are more interested in 
this world's series than in several years: 

‘The American League supporters are 
more numerous than I have seen in a 
iong while. There’s lots of money in 
cown that will be bet, but the wagers 
won't be made until a day or two be 
fore the big show starts. Then I look 
for a lot of money to go up. At. what 
price, though, I can’t say. At 10 to 7 
I like the Athletics.

State Raises Great Quanii- 
ties of Ginseng for Expor- 
tation to Orientals. 


IS THIRD IN COUNTRY 


Ranks as Ohe of Highest in 
Sending Near-Opium to 
Far East.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 8.—An odd 
bit of information in Labor Commis- 
Sioner Hiller’s 1910 Req Book of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, just is- 
sued, Is the announcement that gin- 
seng, the Chinese panacea for all ills. 
leads medicinal products grown in 
Missouri in 1909. 

Ginseng .is used with opium, ac- 
cording to general belief. The Chi- 
nese merchants who purchase the root 
say it is made into medicine. The 
Missouri producers do not inquire 
Ceeply as to its future after it leaves 
their hands, being satisfied with the 
remarkably high price they receive. 
but that it will eventually simmer in 
the bowl of an opium pipe many con- 
cede. 

Ginseng to the value of $63,520 was 
shipped out of the State. There were 
7652 pounds of the aromatic herb 
sold at the rate of $7 a pound. 

Most Goes to New York. 

Most of the root was shipped to 
New York for the use of denizens of 
Chinatown. The New York Chinese 
were willing to pay almost any price 
for all the Missourl ginseng they 
could get. Some of the Missouri crop 
found its way to China through San 
Franciseo, while the Oriental resi- 
dents in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Chicago also got a share. 

Medicinal products in Missourf, al’ 
kinds .of roots, herbs, mint, bare 
ginseng, peach and melon seeds, sold 
for $98,667. The value of the ginsens 
was more than half the value of the 
total. 

The Chinese have faith in the cu- 
rative’ powers of ginserig, but it is 
not used much by chemists of the 
United States and Burope. It is dif 
ficult to raise as it requires condi: 
tiong that but few districts afford 
In some places it grows wild, but 
this species fs not sag ¢ as the 
cultivated kind and will not bring 
the same price. 

Many Counties Raise It. 

Kasper County, in the zinc regions 
the Red Book ' says, led in. shipments 
of ginseng for 1909, the shipments 
from there weighing 2280 pounds, 
which sold for $15,960. 

Texas County, in the heart of the 
Ozarks, shipped 750 pounds, valued 
at $5250. Other counties which sold 
ginseng are: Taney, Warren, Vernon, 
Wayne, St. Francolis,. St. Louis, Scott. 
St. Charles, St. Clair, Pike, Pulaski, 
Ralls, Randolph, Madison, Marion, 
Mercer, .Monroe, Morgan, Howell 
Jackson, Jefferson, Johnson, New 
Madrid, Oregon, Perry, Pettis, Frank- 
lin, Audratn, Bollinger, Boone, Bu- 
chanan, Christian, Dade, Butler, Char- 
iton, Cape Girardeau, Carter, Carroll.

Greene.

“Bither party that would edopt a

Weuld Require De-ble Tracks. 
“Tf I were in command at Wash- 


ington, I would require, through a 
mandatory order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, that all the 
railroads double track their lines at 
onee and that they be permitted to 
increase their rates sufficiently to 
pay interest on necessary bond {s- 
sues for the double tracking. 

“Ts be sure, the ratlroads are ask- 
ing too much. I presume théy are 
asking more than they need or desire 
on the expectation that they will not 
get more than one-half what they 
ask, That is about what I would give 
them, one-half. They ask permission 
to make an average increase of 20 
per cent, I would give them 10. 

“The Government has enacted nuvu- 
merous laws. which increase the east 
of railroad operation. Safety devices 
have been required and eight-hour 
shifts of brakemen and telegraphers 
have been substituted for 12-hour 
shifts. The lawa have been good ones 
—I would not change one of them. 
But fs it fair that the Government 
should require all 
changes and should allow the roads 
no way of meeting their cost? 

(Rallroads Basis of Prosperity. 

“The prosperity of the United States, 
and therefore the prosperity of the 
world, depends on the prosperity of our 
railroads. The roads are quick spend- 
ers. When they make money the peo- 
ple are prosperous. Of every dollar 
they take in, 45 cents goes out for 
wages and 45 cents more for rolling 
stock, interest and taxation. This is a 
generally known fact. 

“Tl believe my own business would ad- 
vance $5,000,000 in a year if the railroads 
were as prosperous as they should be, 
and that would be only my company’s 
share of the general] prosperity. 

“The dry goods trade in this city, | 
believe, did not make 6 per cent net last 
year, and I think this was due to the 
depression caused by the refiroads’ lack 

f prosperity, more than to any other 
cause, 

‘Let us help the raflroads to solve the

—to get the goods to the customer—and 
to give work to thousands of thase who 
are idle.

The State’s Men; Not Statesmen. 
First of all, it may be assumed that the parade 
inspires us with a proper respect for the police. 
We are accustomed to seeing only an isolated 
policeman, which too often gives us the impres- 
sion that he hasn’t any friends, that he would 
perhaps be easily taken, and that his mother 
doesn’t know he is out. A solitary soldier, as we 
all know, impresses nobody, but a large body of 
soldiers makes a deep and lasting impression. 
All the ‘sons of Mars are by nature gregarious, 
and the more there are of them, the better they 
do. Some years ago a resident of Cabanne heard 
a burglar-in his house. Rushing to the window, 
he cried “Police!” and, as an illustration of how 
the pregarious nature of policement will assert 
itself in spite of the obstacles of widely separat- 
e¢ beats and the discouragement of trysting 
Places for men upon duty, four policemen who 
ippened to be passing the house at the time 
dashed into the yard, gave chase to the burglar 
when he came out of the house and probably 
would have caught him if it hadn’t been dark.

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residents, as against one policeman for every 560 
persons in New York and one for every 500 in 
Chicago and Boston. It is the ultimate intention 
here to let every man have his own policeman, 
but this maximum of protection cannot be hoped 
for, perhaps, in our own time. London, which 
has more nearly approached the ideal than any 
other city in the world, has one policeman to 
every 250 residents, and Paris and Berlin each 
has one to every 285. 

It will, theréfore, be seene that we are consid- 
erably in advance of every other American city 
in this respect, and the inducement of more po- 
lice protection per capita in St. Louis than one 
can. get in any other city in the United States 
must in time become so strong and insistent that. 
a great many people will come here to get it. 

There: has, for instance, been recently revived 
in St. Louis one of the oldest and: most useful 
customs of the civilized world. This is the cus- 
tom of crying Police! For a long time in disuse, 
expecially in this country, because there was 
never any response. It is not so in St. Louis any 


}more. Not long ago a St. Louis man was held 


up on Delmar avenue, just beyond the De Bali- 
viere barn. Forgetting for the moment that the 
custom was obsolete, he cried Police! and: the 
appeal had scarcely died in his throat when a 
patrolman bounded upon the scene, felled the 
robber with a whack from his club, and dragged 
him away to a telephone box.

Moon Served for Light. 

“Between those negroes and the 
irhabitants of Green street, the po- 
licemen were kept so busy that Billy 
King and I would often see the sun 
rise over the old Lindell Hotel be- 
fore we realized that the night was 
half over. 

“The street lights were iun on a 
moonlight basis then—no light if the 
moon was shining. Sometimes clouds 
would cut off.the moonlight, but the 
city lights would be out because the 
almanac said there was a moon. That 
was the condition one  pitch-dark 
night when Patrolman Krumweédy 
and I were walking near Sixth and 
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we caer, by the name of MoCarthy, | 
@t a corner where there was a dim 
light from a building. Passing in 
that direction again a few minutes 
later, we heard what seemed like a 
child’s wail. It was so @ark that. 
we could not see the middle of the 
street, but we groped our way tow- 
erd the source of the sound until 
we found a man Iying prostrate 
across the mouth of Clabber alley.

The. depot of the North Missouri 
Railroad, now the Wabash, was then 
at North Market street, outside. the 
boundaries of the Third, but so located 
that the thieves and confidence men 
who hung about the depot made their 
headquarters in the Third. ’ 

Greeh street, later Christy avenue, 
which is the Lucas avenue of today, 
made itself a name which it has not 
lost even in its two changes of name. 
It was the home, zintil the late 80’s, of 
the class, then little restrained, whose 
dwellings are recognized in every city 
as the center of disorder. 

Jefferson Barracks soldiers were a 
constant factor in. the disturbances 
which broke out almost nightly along 
“Green street. Time after time did the 
city’s civil arm clash with.the military 
branch of the Federal Government, and 
the battle of blue uniforms with those 
of a little different shade of blue often 
ended in a night in the station for the 
men whom their Uncle Sam had failed 
to provide with a weapon so serviceable 
ag a policeman’s club.

The system of ap- 
pointing probationary patrolmen had 
just been introduced when he joined the 
force in '76, and he was one of the first 
batch of probationaries. 

The murder of Sergt. Jenks, his close 
friend, occurring not long after Des- 
mond had become a full-fledged. patro)- 
man, made a deep impression on him. It 
aroused the city to the need. for more 
rpolicemien, and showed the policemen 
{the need for: resolute handling of the 
lawless element of the Clabber Alley | 
neighborhood. 

“Jenks had a reputation for fearless- 
ness in dealing with the worst classes in 
the district,” said Desmond to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “He was arresting 
a negro thief at Bighth and Biddle 
streets when Sadie Hayes, a negress, 
shot and killed him. She was sent to 
the penitentiary for life, and was pay- 
doned within the last few years.

Three St. Louls clergymen, in let- 
ters to Chairman George J. Tansey 
cf the Citizens’ Defense Committee, 
in response to a request, have ex- 
plained their attitude toward proht- 
bition, two openly opposing it, and 
the third declaring that the question |. 
lies cutside the sphere of the church. 

The antagonists of prohibition are 
the Rev. John W. Day, pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, and Rabbi 
Samuel Sale of the Shaare-Emeth 
congregation. The other is the Rev. 
John F. Cannon, pastor of the Grand 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. 

“The one cause above ail others 
that I am destrous of promoting is 
temperance,” wrote the Rev. Mr. Day. 
“If I felt that a prohibitory amend- 


ish those whose evil use of trade in 
alcoholic beverages merits all the 
punishment the amendment threat- 
ens, I would vote for . prohibition, 
and as a solemn public duty urge 
ethers to do the same. 

For Temperance, Not Prohibition. 

“But I do not think thet the tendency 
of prohibition would be to diminish 
intemperance. The men who now want 
to drink would then do so still more. 
And men who do not drink would be apt 
to try to do so. 


books, we are apt to think that the thing 
forbidden is thereby abolished, and re- 
lax our efforts against it. The bad use 
of liquor will grow worse when peo- 
ple deposit their enmity in the con- 
stitution and leave it there; when 
they shift their battle from the field 
of personal judgment, responsibility 
and conscience, where victory is pos- 
sible, to the field of compulsion, dic- 
tation and external authority, where 
ir is not. 
People Given Democracy. 

“Democracy !s government by the 
people—the people themselves, not other 
people. No law will operate until the 
people are converted to it.’ 

Rabbi Sale opposes 
prohibition amendment because of his 
belief that it would constitute “a 
more: dangerous invasion of the peo- 
ple’s rights and liberties than was 
the stamp act in revolutionary times.” 

“T am convinced,” wrote Rabbi Sale, 
“that the majority of our fellow citi- 
gens are not willing to have them- 
selves declared minors and are not 
ready to be placed under moral tute- 
lage. . 

“Human beings, with all their 
faults and foibles, can be guided and 
molded by moral and educational in- 
fluences, but they who run and read 
should likewise know that men wil 
rise in rebellion against any attempt 
to despoil them of their liberties. 

“A law that runs counter to human 
nature must defeat itself, and proof 
of the statement is furnished by the 
experience of every ‘community that 
has tried the costly experiment. The 
history of prohibitory enactments is 
one unbroken record of notorious 
flagrant and scandalous violations of 
the law.” , 

Pastor Will Not Take Part. 

The Rev. Dr. Cannon holds that, as a 
minister of the church he has no com-. 
mission to advocate the prohibition 
amendment or to oppose it. 

“The proposed enactment, not being 
an ecclesiastical matter, but a civil af- 
fair which concerns the commonwealth, 


said Dr. Cannon in his letter to’ Tan- 
sey. “The church, as such, has no 
business intermeddling with the question. 
The scriptures teach that ‘the weapons 
of our warfare are not carnal.’ Civi) 
legislation is a carnal weapon, and wheh- 
ever the church tries to use that weap- 
on she wounds herself and hinders her 
true mission in the world.”

TOMATO CROP ON SUCTH OF AN | 


IOWA ACRE I$ SOLD FOR $400 


BELLE PLAINE, lo., Oct. 8—A man 
near Hampton sold $6000 worth of -po- 
tatoes this year, produced on @ acres: 
two brothers at Fort Dodge sold $4000 
worth of onions raised on six acres, but 
a Belle Plaine gardener far exceeded 
these records this season on a patch 
ef tomatoes irrigated during the dry 
period by the free running artesian wells 
here. 

On one-sixth of an acre he produced 
tomatoes which he has sold for about 
$400. and is still picking, there having 
been no frost here as yet. He got the 
“love apples’’ to the market when the 
price was high early in the season. This

Indians Grunted at. Her, She 
Went Hungry, Got Lost, 
Soldiers Rescued Her. 
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LAWRENCE, Kan., Oct. 8.—Miss 
Mabel Edith Ransom, a former student 
of Forest Park University, St. Louis, 
rode alone on horseback from Perry, 
Ok., 350 miles, to the University of Kan- 
sas here, to take a course in the de- 
partment of home economics, which pre- 
pares young women for marrigd life, be- 
cause she was afraid her favorite pony, 
if shipped by train, would be hurt or 
catch car fever. For the love of her 
pony she dared to ride the open plain. 
She says she was unafraid. One day 
she went hungry. Another she rode 
for a time in a circle. And dozens of 
times she passed Indians who greeted 
her with grunts. . 

Miss Ransom’s long ride, on which 
she made about fifty miles a day, was 
considered remarkable by the other stu- 
dents, but Miss Ransom fails to see any- |. i 
thing very. extraordinary about it, be- 
cause, perhaps, she is an Oklahoma girl 
and embodies the spirit of the women 
of the newer Southwest. 


Determined to Take Pony. 

Motoring to the University has 
within the last few years become pop- 
ular with students, and this term au- 
tomobiles rolled im by the score.

“Finally I gave up the idea of getting 
anything to eat and kept on riding, hop- 
ing soon to reach a small town or to 
find a family who could understand 
English.

Financier Occupies Great 
Mansion, and C. P. Taft 
Is Entertaining Bishop. 





CINCINNATI, Oct. 8.—The largest 
and, in many respects, the most im- 
portant general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Amer- 
ica since the church was established 
in 1607, is in the midst of a three 
weeks’ session here. This is the first 
occasion on. which the general con- 
vention has been held in any other 
building than a church. 

A special resolution adopted at the 
lest general convention held in Rich- 
mond, Va., in 1907, provided that fu- 
ture sesions should be held in build- 
ings not churches, as.-there is no 
church in America large enough to 
house the delegates and the various 
subordinate organizations which hold 
their conventions at the game time. 

Dr. Harry Anstice, who has attend- 
ed many conventions as secretary of 
the House of Deputies, is much 
pleased with the general appearance 
and general arrangements of the hall 
which seats 5000 persons and with 
the change from the cramped space of 
churches to commodious, well-light- 
ed, well-ventilated and -accessfble 
quarters. The stage in Music Hall 
‘was built out 15 feet, causing the re- 
moval of several tiers of seats, to 
place all of the 105 bishops of the 
church around the Bishop of Salis- 
ij bury, when he. preached his opening 
sermon. Sixteen pews were made to | 
seat the bishops handsome 
earved pulpit for the 
preacher. 

$25 000 Spent in Preparation. , 

More than $25,000 has been spent in 
preparation for the triennial conven- 
tion by. a local executive board of 
which William Cooper Proctor is 
chairman andthe Rev. Charles G. 
Reade general secrétary. This is 
nearly twice as much as has been 
spent in preparation for any previous 
convention of the church. The gen- 
eral convention is the supreme g0ov- 
erning body of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, anéd-it contains in its 
membership not only all the bishops, 
sitting as a House of Bishops, but 
‘representative clergy and laymen 
from % diocese and missionary dis- 
tricts, sitting as a House of Deputies. 
: t can take final actiqn on changes-in 
the constitution er canons of the church 
enly after they have been. adopted 
and referred to it by. a previous gen- 
eral convention, but it’ may. adopt 
such changes as it desires and refer 
them to its suecessor. The general 
conventian meets every three years. 

It already has been demonstrated that

Directory’ of the fraud gang. The man 
in charge of the office has™never been 
Suspected of his calling, and none of his 
associates bélieves that it is anything 
but legitimate. I am informed that the 
list of names is now near the quarter 
million mark, end growing daily, As 
SOOn a8 @ concern puts out more Litera- 
ture, they consult the directory in order 
to get quick returns,. Whenever a new 
victim bites his name is added to the 
list. The names are kept in a fireproof 
back room and every precaution is tak- 
‘@n to- guard it against destruction ‘or 
raid. - 
Hopes People Wiil Learn. 

“Some day soon I hope the people 
whose names are on this list will know 
how they are considered’ by the « men 
who have taken their money. The list 
is arranged after the fashion of a Dun's 
or Bradstreet’s directory. One man, 
who lives in Brooklyn, who has invested 
in-at least 30 mining enterprises and 
lost money in all of them, who has 
given evidence to the postal authorities 
that certain concerns were frauds, and 
who will proabaly bite again the next 
time offered, is in the list of names 
Classified as ‘easiest.’ The next grade 
is the ‘very easy,’ the nevt just ‘easy.’ 
Then comes the ‘fair prospects,’ and 
finally, the ‘good if carefully handled,’ 
and so on. 

“It seems that all a person has to do 
fis to have a full page in a metropolitan 
paper advertising a bonanza, then scat- 
ter smaller advertisements through the 
country periodicals, usually reproducing 
the New York advertisements, with the 
heading of the paper and the statement, 
‘Look what New York thinks of our 
investment,’ for the money to begin to 
pour in. The ‘Suckers’ Directory’ does 
the rest. There are skyscrapers in this 
city where bags of United States mail 
are carried tn every day laden with 
checks and money orders, and not one 
penny of it gets outside the pockets of 
the promoters. 

“Every practical miner knows that ex- 
cept by some supernatufal, exigencies 
the extravagant promises made by these 
men cannot be kept. These stock sell- 
ers have a little scattering information 


selves as skilled miners, and yet they 
are not such and have no eseasoned 
knowledge’ of the industry, which re- 
quires almost an acd of study and good 
judgment to win.

CANDIDATES AND PROHIBITION, 

The Post-Dispatch recently mailed requests to 
various candidates for office, asking from each 
a brief steitement of his attitude on the ques- 
tion of prohibition. No answers have been re- 
ceived. : 

Prohibition, it is true, is an issue affecting 
moral and material rather than political or party 
welfare. But it has been necessarily injected 
into politics for adoption or rejection. It has 
become the subject of paramount interest polit- 
ically. It is one question on which every voter 
intends to declare himself. The views of candi- 
dates for office in regard to it are one thing 
which every voter insists on Knowing. Such 
insistance is amply justified. : 

But prohibition is the one thing on which can- 
didates hesitate to speak. There is now under. 
discussion and negotiation among them a plan 
for a simultaneous declaration of views on this 
great issue. It is a round-robin scheme, with 
the earmarks. of timidity in plain view. It at- 
tests a desire. to trim and trifle. It bespeaks 
the fear of announcing honestly held convictions. 

Every candidate—except for judicial office— 
will Have to declare himself on this issue. Is 
there any réason why Mr. Francis, for instance, 
should hold back? He is a Democrat,.he avers. 
He asks the support of' Democrats. Prohibition 
is not Democratic. It assaults fundamental Dem- 
ocratic ideas. Why should Mr. Reed not speak 
out? He is appealing to Democrats. Is he for 
prohibition ? 

Is Mr. Frank for prohibition? 
for prohibition? They are Republicans and not 
restrained by basic hostility to paternalism and 
interference with personal. rights. But Gov. 
Hadley is against prohibition, and has said so. 
Mayor Kreismann is against it, and has pro- 
claimed the fact. But they are not running for 
office. Frank and McKinley are. So are many 
others. 

The voters demand that all of them say what 
they believe, On this issue there can be no trim- 
ming. Men seeking office are in positions of 
leadership. If they fail to speak on such an issue 
as this, can they be classed as anything but 
dodgers ready to trade their beliefs for votes? 

The columns of the Post-Dispatch are open to 
all candidates for office who care to avail them- 
selves of this means of giving sss ca to their 
views on prohibition.

THE TOUCH OF FRIENDSHIP. 

Reports from Boston concerning the political 
adventures of James H. Curley, a Democratic 
nominee for Congress in that city, are interest- 
ing. It appears that the gentleman when a 
member of the Massachusetts Legislature was 
convicted of impersonating another man at a 
civil service examination and sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment.

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PROHIBITION 50 YEARS AGO. 

When Massachusetts had a prohibition law the moral 
consequences were so deplorable that the best people of 
the State entered into conflict with the .worst in the 
effort to’ get rid of the obnoxious statute. Among the 
leaders for decency was John A. Andrew, Massachusetts’ 
famous war Governor, who wrote the following: 


I aver that a statute of prohibition, aiming to 
banish from the table of an American citizen by 
peins and penalties, an article of diet,' which a 
large body of the people believe to be legitt- 
mate, which the law does not even pretend to 
exclude from the category of commercial articles, 
which in every nation, and in some form in all 
history, has held its place among the necessities 
or the luxuries of society, is absurdly weak, or 
else it is fatal to any liberty. Whenever it will 
cease to be absurdly weak, society, by the opera- 
tion of moral causes, will have reached a point 
wvhere it will have become useless; or else it will 
be fatal to any liberty, since, if not useless, but 
operated and fulfilled by legal foree, its execu- 
tion will be perpetrated upon a body of subjects 
in whose abject character& there will be combined 
the essential qualities which are needful to cow- 
ardice and servility. 

Do you tell me that no beverage into which 
alcohol enters, used in cooking, or placed upon 
the table, fitly belongs to the catalogue of foods? 

I answer: That is a question of, science, which 
neither Governor nor Legislature has any lawful 
capacity to solve for the people. 

Do you tell me, then, that whether the catalogue 
be expurgated or not, all such food is unwhole-. 
some and unfit to be safely taken? 

I answer: That is a question of dietetics. And 
it is for the profession of medicine. There is, in 
principle, no odds between proscribing an article 
of diet and prescribing a dose of physic, by au- 
thority of law. The next step will be to provide 
for the taking of calonrel, antimony and Epsom 
salts by acts of the general court. 

Do you tell me, however, that all such bever- 
ages, in their most innocent use, involve a cer- 
tain danger; that possibly any one may, probably 
many, and certainly some wiH, abuse it, and thus 
abuse themselves; and by consequence that all 
men, as matter of prudence, and therefore of duty, 
ought to abstain from and reject it? 

I answer: That is a question of morals, for the 
answer to which we must resort to.the Bible, 
or to the church, or to the teachings of moral 
philosophy. The right to answer it at all, or to 
pretend to any opinion upon it, binding ‘the citi- 
zen, has never been committed by the people, in: 
any free government on earth, to the decision of 
the secular power. If the State can pass be- 
tween the citizen and his church, his Bible, his 
conscience and God, upon questions of his own 
personal habits, and decide what he shall do, on 
merely moral grounds, then it has authority to 
invade the domain of thought, as well as of 
private life, and prescribe bounds of freedom of 
conscience. There is no barrier, in principle, 
where the Government must stop, short of the 
establishment of a state church, prescribed. by 
law, and maintained by persecution. 

Do you tell me. that the using of wine or beer 
as a beverage, however. temperately, is .of danger- 
ous tendency, by reason of its example? Do you 
insist that the temperate use of it by one man 
may be pleaded by another as the occasion and 
apology for its abuse? 

I anewer: That if the Government restesine the 
one man of his just rational liberty to regulate

statistics. The trend of the Greek 
movement has been westward, es: 
pecially in the last year‘or so. 

Any figures on the Greek ropula- 
tion of the Southwest are only ap- 
proximations and cannot be arrived 
at accurately. For comparative pur- 
poses, however, it is interesting to 
know that there were only 500 Greeks 
in the United States 15 years ago, as 
against 300,000 now, and that the 
Western influx, which began four or 
five years ago, immediately became a 
fever, 

Not only did this fever reach 
‘Greece and actuate immigrants from 
that country to make direct for the 
West, but it caught thousands of 
Greek residents of this country in 
its grasp and carried them from 
points in the Mast, where they had 
already established themselves, to 
new fields in the West and South- 
west. 

Greek immigrants nearly always 
go tO some point where they have 
friends and relatives. A few are ni- 
oneers, but they soon become col- 
onizery and send word to others to 
come to the place where they are 
meeting with success. 

Chicago, early in the Greek move- 
ment westward, became the ‘chief

centralizing point, and it was only a 
matter of time until St: Louis was 
picked as the Greek gateway to the 
South west. 

Ag @ result Chicago has now about 
20,000 Greeks, and from that point 
they have gone into the West and 
Northwest, forming colonies at Oma- 
ha, St. Paul and other points Clear 
to the Pacific Coast. 

St. Louis, in the meantime, bebanth 
the headquarters of the South west- 
ern cOlonization movement, with

numers of Greeks to this 
country. a new nationality 
is now being added to the already 
complex lot which makes up the 
citizenship of the United States. 
Practically every European:and 
many of the Asiatic couktries 
have sent immigrants here, but 
the Greeks are a strictly modern 
importation. | 
Their coming has reached a 
high tide only within the last 
year or so. Heretofore we: had 
known the Germans, the Irish, 
the Scandinavian, the various 
Slavs, the Italians and other Lat- 
ins, the Chinese and Japanese, 
and, finally, on the Pacific Coast, 
the Hindoos. 


But the Gréeks are different 
from any of the others. They are 
apparently as numerous as the 
Italians and as active as the 
Irish. And yet their ways are 
stranger than those of the Chi- 
nese. The signs outside their 
places of business are queer, to 
the American eye. 

Like the Japanese they are 
quick to learn and to imitate 
and assimilate. They adopt Amer- 
ican clothing; they marry Amer-

tion. From here Greeks went to Kan. 
sas: City. Both cities sent out “ex- 
ploring parties” into the Southwest. 
These explorers numbered anywhere 
from one or two individuals who 
were looking for a place to establish 
a resthurant, a “candy kitchen,” or a 
shoe shining shop te larger numbers 
who found work on the railroads and 
elsewhere in gangs. 

During the winter season the la- 
borers return, usually, to the. point

with avidity. In..St. “Louts 
Greeks are not. only éntering. 
every phase of life which requires 
_laborers, but they are opening 
smal] shops of every. sort and in 
every section cf the city. 

The “new nationality” is mak- 
ing advances unecualed by any 
that has prerededi- them in the 
United States.an*’ the Southwest 
is just now their favorite field, 


so much larger in the winterthan* 


in the summer. 

In St, Louis the Greeks centralize 
between Broadway-and Eighth street, 
and Pine and Spruce, with Sixth 
street. ag the chief highway of the 
community. Beyond Chestnut, and 
particularly between Walnut and 
Elm on South Sixth street, Greek 
groceries, rooming houses, . restau- 
rants, employment and. steamship 
agencies and other business estab- 
lishments are. very numerous. 

This area is the gocial center of 
the men of the St. Louis Greek col- 
ony so far as social activities may be 
observed when there are no women 
about, The restaurants and cafes are 
the points at which the Greeks fore 
gather. ~ 

Every Greek ig a politiclan when 
at home. Thev have carried their tn- 
terest in Grecian politics to this

CURIOUS REGULATIONS FOR 
BELGIUM HOUSE PAINTERS 


lished in Belgium the text of 
a new law tending to protect 
house painters against the dangers 
to which they are exposed in ma- 
nipulating colors mixed with white 
or ceruse, 

This law provides that contractors 
and master painters shall use only 
white lead ground and mixed with 
oil. The white lead thus used must 
be manipulated so as to avoid con- 
tact with the workman's hands, 
and splashing is to be. prevented. 
Dry scraping. with either a scraper 
or pointed instrument, of surfaces 
covered with paint mixed with white 
lead is strictly forbidden. 

Con and master workmen 
are required to see that painters 
working under them wear a costume

for working; that the clothes which 
the workman takes off before put- 
ting on his working costume are 
placed in a place where they can be 
protected from all poisonous dusts:

must gee that they clean themselves 
properly before taking their food: 
that all food brought to the work-

To look at ,these Southwestern 
cowgirls, with their. clear eyes, deep-

carriage, with health and strength 
and spirit betraying itself in every 
gesture, one can readily understand 
the fascination this life has, with its 
freedom from the petty annoyances 
of the life of the shopgirl and the 
confining restraints of the clerk or 
stenographer or any girl who is 
ye to earn her living in the big 
cities 


After the first few experiences of 
physical exhaustion and mental trep- 
idation which ‘a big herd of rampag- 
ing Texas steers or a bad cowhorse 
can inspire, the cowgirl is unwilling 
to give up the new life in the open. 
For her the city has little or no 
attraction. 

When a girl at a big Southwestern 
cattle ranch announces that she de- 
sires to “join out” as a cowgirl she 
is provided with a divided ‘skirt, a 
big sombrero, knee boots, spurs and 
a soft silk shirt. She is told to throw 
away her corset and the other ar- 
ticles of the city girl's oe which 


ere cote 1910. 








1iterrere with the absolute freedom 
o! her muscles and in any way re- 
strain her actions. 

One of the old cowgirls then takes 
her in charge. and, beginping with 
the quietest and best-broken pony 
on the ranch, she is taught the fun- 
damental principles of a cowgirl’s 
horsemanship. 

How quickly she will learn to ride 
an average cow pony depends prin- 
cipally on her nerve. Some girls 
will ride any horse on the range, 
except, of course, the “bad” ,ones, 
within three or four weeks. Others 
do not learn so quickly, and some 
never can overcome the timidity and 
fright which are the chief obstacles 
to their success. 

For it is timidity and lack of 
“nerve” that makes a cowgirl fail 
when she does fail, nearly always. 
Using the deep-seated, high-pom- 
meled saddles, long stirrups and rid- 
ing astride, the girl who has the 
pluck to persevere and is not afraid 
of-her mounts will shortly be riding 
like an old-timer. 

Once she is proficient, the cowgirl 
receives anywhere from $40 to $70 a 
month, and in addition her food— 
and mighty good food it is, too—and 
a place to sleep.. On the range her 
sleeping place is frequently a blan- 
ket with a saddle for a pillow, some- 
times ‘under a canvas tent and oc- 
casionally under the stars. Conse- 
quently her salary can be saved in- 
tact if the girl wishes, for by doing 
her washing herself, as many of 


-owned by their employes herd 
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them do, sne has nately ‘ne e- 


pense. 
To the girl who saves her money 


and is ambitious there is no occupa- 
tion, outside, perhaps, the profes- 
sions, which offers a greater 
for financial reward. By saving her 
salary, she can buy, at the end of 
every month, two or three yearling 
cattle. It is customary for the big 
cattle kings to let the few head — 
with 
their own, and, consequently, at the 
end of a year or two, the cowgirl 
has a hundred head or so, which she 
can either sell to the big beef deal- 
ers or take up some of the *Gov- 
ernment grazing land at a nominal 
cost and in a few years seed enough 
cattle to make her rich. 

Every cowgirl rides astride. To 
suggest to one that she adopt the 
side saddle and the habiliments of. 
the fashionable horsewoman is to be — 
greeted with derision, In fact, 
through the influence of these cow- 
girls, as well as upon the . advice of 
physicians, the spreai of astride 
ing among women is growing 80 rap- 
idly that some of the biggest saddle 
manufacturers are not making side 
saddles at all. Any woman who once 
tries riding astride and feels the re- 
lief from the cramped position: néces- 
sitated®by tne side -addle, and feels — 
the strength, confidence end pleasure 
of the other method, will never go ~ 
back to it, and the Southwestern 
cowgirls ride “man fashion” ‘ex- 
clusively.

GRAFTER IN 


ON’T. make the mistake of sup- 
posing the prospector to be 
the victim of circumstances 

or venture to commiserate him upon 
a life condemned to hardship and 
desolation, says the Los Angeles 
Times. He would tell you, though in 
more forcible idiom, that those to be 
pitied are those whose bread and 
butter requires that they live inside 
of fences. He has small use for cit- 
les and civilization. Seen at close 
range or heard at first hand, the life 
of the average prospector hardly 
seems to justify his choice or re- 
flect credit upon his judgment. 

The quest of the nimble pay streak 
is a picturesque one, but more pic- 
turesque between the covers of a 
magazine than elsewhere. The annals 
of mining districts are full of tales 

of lucky strikes, of wealth uncovered 

by a single blow of a casual pick, of 
mines worth millions stumbled upon 
by the merest chance. 

The other side of the shield is less 
attractive. For every n that has 
achieved wealth or even &@ competence 
in the toiling search there are a hun- 
dred who have not even the price of 


a fresh grub stake to show for years 


of hard work, Out of the thousands 
of claims in a single district a ridicu- 
lously small per cent have even paid 
the recording fees. 

Of those whose ventures are built 
on the great American principle of 
taking a chance, the prospector is 
the biggest gambler of all. On 
elusive possibility of some day mak- 
ing a big strike he is risking more 
than his time and labor, or the ba- 
con, beans and fleur that constitute 
his grub stake. Even for the most 
experienced the desert harbors a mul. 
titude of pitfalls. Any one of a score 
of accidents—a way mistaken, a dis- 
tance miscalculated, a trifling sun- 
sickness, a leaking canteen, a mis 
step on the rocks, a lurking reptile— 
may make a heap of bones the grisly 
monument that marks his last claim. 

Desert lore ig replete with legends 
of great finds made by men in the 
hour of extremity, and never redis- 
covered. There is a family similarity 
about these tales that suggests that, 
if not wholly mythical, they are at 
least ratterned after a common mod- 
él. The great Peg-leg mine is such 
a@ one: another the marveloug Brey- 
fogle Butte, which, as the story goes, 
is a huge mass of quartz in which 
nestie lumps of virgin gold like rail- 
sins in a pudding. More famous than 
either, however, is the outworn tra- 
dition of the lost Gunsight lead, in 
search of which particular wild goose 
scores of men have gone and not @ 
few have lost their lives.

business under the sun might have 
reasonably expected to find an excep- 


tion in that of prospecting. Its fruits, 
barren enough when legitimately at-

ing them inviolate for any other pur- 
pose than worship, while most other 
denominations merely dedicate the 
building. The ground upon which is 
a Catholic Church may be sold, but 
the building never. If for any pur- 
pose it is abandoned to worship it is 
razed to the ground. 

The story of St. Ethelreda’s Church 
in Ely Place in London is interest- 
ing in this connection. During the 
“Reformation” in England, when 
Henry VIII caused all the church 
property to be seized, there was one 
little church which the newly-estab- 
lished church evidently could not 
use, and it fell into secular hands. 
This was St. Ethelreda’s, and during 
the course of the centuries that fol- 
lowed it fell into base uses. Of late 
years it had been used successively 
as a cloth factory and as a cooper 
shop. 

It had always been a thorn in the 
side of.the Catholics of London, for 
while the interior furnishings of the 
church had long ago been removed, 
the exterior of the building still re- 
tained its churchly character, and it 
had been consecrated. 

About thirty years ago the Cath- 
olics of England raised a large sum 
of money, something like $200,000, 
and bought it, bringing it back into 
It was restored to its 
Sacred uses, although the church had 
no particular use for it, having no 
parish in its neighborhood, yet they 
established a priest in it and it has 
since been kept open. 

In the city of New York are two 
notable examples of the preservation 
of churches long after their useful- 
ness merely as places of worship hud 
gone. These are Trinity Church on 
Broadway, at the head of Wall str eet, 
and bt. Paul’, a few blocks terther 
north. 


Both of these churches and: the 
land tha; eurrounds them are in 
metsely valuable. It has been esti- 


“maced that the Trinity Church prop- 


erty has a speculative value of $20,- 
000,000, while that of St. Paul’s has a

worth of at least half as much. 

And yet all offers to buy the land 
and erect skyscrapers on it have been 
rejected. In the ground surrounding 
Trinity lie the bones of some of 
America’s most distinguished men. 
There are the graves of Alexander 
Hamilton, Albert Gallatin, Capt. Law- 
rence, the American naval hero, 
whose “never give up the ship” is 
known to every schoolboy. George 
Washington worshiped in St. Paul’s. 


In Trinity Church yard lie a'so inem-. 


bers of some of the oldest families 
of New Amsterdam, the old burghers 
who laid the foundations of the great 
city. 

in iondon. there are mor? than 
300 churches -practically without con- 
gregaiions, but in which public wor- 
ship 1s nevertheless held. They are 
surrounded by business houser or 
factories, and possible congregations 
live m:‘es away. Yet thev are not 
used for secular purposes, but each is 
regulatly maintained. 

Probably the most éxtrnordinary 
illustration of the desecration of: a 
sacred edifice in St. Louis was that of 
the church at the corner of Twenty- 
second street and Washington ave- 
nue, which was first known as_ the 
Central Christian Church, and was 
later occupied by negro Episcopaliaus 
and was known as All Saints. 

After it was abandoned by the !at- 
ter it became a den of thieves and a 
rendezvous for thugs and drunkards. 
When the Bottoms Gang, as it ‘vas 
called by the police an aggregation 
of sluggers and wo:se, had been driv- 
an from Manchester and Dayton street 
police districts, it settled last winter 
in the Carr Street District, ocganiz- 
ing a ‘“‘lid” club. 

In looking about for a “suitable” 
location it happened upon the de- 
serted church, and rented it There- 
after, until it was closed by the pv- 
lice after an attempt had been made 
to murder a policeman during a Sun- 
day night orgy, the church was the 
scene of revels, 

Through the stained glass of sacred 
windows fell the light which mora- 
ing after morning found the fre- 
quenters dividing the plunder vhieh 
they had stolen during the night. The 
cross on one of the windows was 
shadowed: each morning on the sd- 
den floor of the barroom, which once 
had been the vestry. 

In the nave of the church, which 
had been dismantled of its pews, were 
rows of tab/es, where, Sunday after 
Sunday, and far into the night, sat 
roystering men drinking and singing 
ribald songs and using such language 
as never was heard in church before. 
And all day Sunday the lights from 
the stained glass windows a

At Seventeenth and.Olive streets 
stands a rather imposing drab 
structure which at one time was the 
First Christian Church. After it was 
abandoned for sacred purposes it 
was used as a dancing academy, and 
public dances were held there. It 
also harbored a soda water factory, 
and other businesses, and fs now ad- 
vertised as “an ideal location for a 
garage or factory.” 


Further along Olive, at Twenty- 
first street, is what was Rabbi Sale’s 
synagecue. It is now called Har- 
monie ‘Yall, and with a new front, 
it harbors.a saloon and’a news stand 
and cigar etore on the street level, 
Above the first floor-it is: given over 
to Terpsichore. 

At Eighth and Walnut streets was 
the German Lutheran Church of the 
Holy Ghost, the last pastor of which, 
before it was abandoned, was the

lets fired by the’thugs and the po- 
lice. It has never peen used for any 
purpose since, but ‘broods as if in 
shame for its late hideous past. 

In the same building where. the 
Gayety Theater, at Fourteenth and 
Locust streets, now gives nightly 
burlesque shows a _ devout Presby- 
terian congregation once worshiped. 
The church was then presided over 
by Dr. Bullard, an eminent divine. of 
St. Louis. 

In 1902 it was presided over by 
former Congressman “Sonny” Jim 
Butler, son of Ed Butler, one-time 
“boss” of St. Louis. During that 
regime prize fights were held in a 
transept of the church. It was there 
that Al Neece, a fighter, was killed 
in a bout. 

At Eleventh and Pine streets, in 
the building -where once people 
worshiped in a Methodist congrega- 
tion, the Olympic Athletic Club 
established itself after the congrega- 
tion moved out. There prize fights 
took place Sunday nights. Later it 
was turned into a dance hall. with a 
garage beneath. 

On Locust street, near Seventh 
street; stood St. George’s Episcopal 
Church. Builders took out the ec- 
clesiastical front and put in a new 
one, leaving all the other parts of the 
building intact. It is now being used 
for storage purposes. 

On Sixth street, between Locust 
and St, Charles streets, once stood a 
Jewish synagogue. After it was 
abandoned as a house of worship it 
was occupied as Deagle’s Theater—a 
“variety show_it was called in those 
days—in which drinks were sold. It 
was here that Joe Emmett, who later 
became a famous German dialect 
sentimental comedian, used to play a 
snare drum. 

Where the Century Theater now 
stands was the site of Pope’s The- 


.ater, which was turned from a church 


into a show house in the late 70s. 
It was the Church of the Messiah, a 
Unitarian congregation. 

Passengers on the-Olive street car

New Devices and Methods Aid Mine Rescue 


XPERIMENTAL work c¢onduct- 

ed in an English colliery, with 

a view to showing the problem of 
rescue work, where it was sought 
to produce such conditions ag pre- 


vail in a mine after a disaster, by 


the construction of a large gallery 
filled with deadly fumes, and ob- 
stacles to imitate fallen roof, sides, 
etc., placed in the way of the res- 
cue corps, into which colliers, well 
equipped -with. breathing apparatus, 
safely entered; gave great stimulous 
to inventors to devise improved 
apparatus. As a result, six rescue 
stations have been established in En. 
gland, one in Wales, one in Scot- 
land, and a dozen more in project 
es various parts of the United: King- 
om 

In the United States four rescue 
stations have been established and 
nine more are in project, and there 
is a well-appointed station in Nova 
Scotia. These, like the British con- 
cerns, have been set up voluntarily. 
In Austria the law requires a 
pneumataphore to be kept in order 


and readiness for every 100 miners 
employed. The Government permits 
the coal owners the choice of four 
approved types of breathing appa- 
ratus, but the mining office may 
authorize the use of any new ap- 


‘pliance approved in future.. 


In the different States and districts 
of: Germany the regulations vary 
according to the natural conditions 
of the mines, but as evidence of the 
stringency of the law it may: be 
mentionéd that no fewer than 700 
sets of breathing appliances are kept 
ready for use in the Dortmund dis- 
trict alone, and in the Breslau dis- 
trict mo mine has less than two 
sets, the Government mining en- 
gineer being empowered to order any 
number he deems fit. 

In France all mines employing 
more than one hundred persons 
underground upon one shift must be 
furnished with breathing apparatus, 
the number ranging from two to six 
per mine. according to size, gassy 
net-re, number of..workers, etc, and 
fouble brigades Ht not less ‘than 
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eight trained men must be kept for 
every set of rescue appliances. Some 
interesting experiments in the utill- 
ty of safety chambers have been con. 
ducted recently in France, and as 
a result the leading colli¢ry com- 
~enies are putting “blind” galleries 
supplied with compressed air, water, 
food, etc., and signal arrangements, 
in their pits, 

In Holland a number of mine 
workers must be trained to rescue 
work, and sets of apparatus must 
equal one for every 50 miners em- 
ployed. 

In Belgium there must be a breath. 
ing appliance for every 200 under- 
ground workers tn flery mines of 
the second. and third degrees, with 
trained rescue brigades of not less 
than four men per set of apparatus. 
A leading company is organizing « 
well-equipped rescue station, staffed 
with 26 picked and trained men, 
who know every inch of the com- 
pany’s mines.

Domesticated Wild Ducks Used as Decoys 
) by St. Louis Hunters. 


We ducks have been “tamed” with great success in and around St. Louis, although 


no one flock is very large and no attempt has yet been made to raise them for 
commercial purposes along the lines suggested by Dwight W. Huntington in the 
acompanying article. 

Many of the duck hunters’ clubs near St. Louis have flocks of domesticated wild ducks 
which they use as decoys. These are “anchored” or “tethered” in the lakes near the hunt- 
ing clubs, A small band is clasped around the foot of each duck, or fastened as a collar 
around its neck, and to this a weight is attached by a string. The weight is sunk to the 
che me the lake and the decoy ducks, in flocks, swim and feed about at the ends of 

Cir tethers, 


When a flock of really and truly wild ducks appears overhead the decoys se a 
great noise, quacking until they attract the attention of their wild fellows iat Rowell + te 
to alight. The hidden sportsmen ¢ither fire on the wild ducks as they circle overhead, or, 
if the ducks have already alighted when the hunters arrive, they flush them. and thus 
avoid shooting the decoys. : | 

These flocks were originally recruited from captives "whose wings were cli ed. After 
the second generation wild ducks kept in captivity do not attempt to fly Ai. They ns 
well fed and become attached to their homes, and since they are never fired upon they are 
not frightned away. Only occasionally do some of them fly off, and they always return, 
frequently bringing wild ones with them. A number of persons in and around St. Louis have 
smali flocks which they breed for their own pleasure and tablé.

When the keeper poured out 
the grain from his second pail he was in a sea 
of ducks. We snapshot them when they were 


contesting for the food. 
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Edgar said the birds were too young to. fly, 
but some of them made short flights over the 
land and water, and when we approached too 
near with the‘cameras hundreds of ducks at a 
time. went into the water with a splash. The 
young ducks appeared quite tame in the pres- 
ence of their keeper. Like other game birds, they 
soon. learn where they are safe, and if unmo- 
lested they remain quite tame until the autumn. 

Later we visited the old ducks in one of the 
rearing fields. We found them in the wet woods 
at the lower end of the field (where many wood- 
cock nested this season), and when the keeper 
and his boys flushed them, literally the air was 
full of ducks. Some circled to the right, others 
went off to the left, but many passed overhead. 

We took a few snapshots at the pheasants, 
paid a visit to some’ additioqnal flocks of ducks 
on other ponds and proceeded to inspect the 
hatching house, where we secured a good flash- 
light interior. :

Lafayette, 
the largést of these, was acquired as a park from 
the commons in 1844 and igs the chief one so ac- 
quired.. Dakota Park and Laclede Park became 
parks instead of a part of the commons in 1812. 
Eight other small “breathing spots.” none of 
them important by reason of being in the con- 
gested sections where they benefit numerous peo- 
pel, are of record as being “donated by the city,” 
ahd may once have been part of the commons. 
If so, they did not increase the size of the orig-
